RELIGIOUS CEREMONY 
AT GLASTHULE.

The blessing of 117 houses erected by the 
Dun Laoghaire Borough Corporation at Eden 
Villas and Dixon’s Villas, Glasthule, was 
verformed yesterday by Monsignor" Walsh, 
PP. V.G.. assisted by the Rev. M. O'Shea, 
C.C., and the Rev. P. Clarke, C.C., Glas- 
thule. 

A guard of honour was provided by the 
46th and 62nd Companies, Catholic Boy 
Scouts, under Scoutmaster Hudson, and the 
children of St. Joseph’s National School, 
Glasthule, with their teachers, attended as 
a choir 

The Borough Corporation was represented 
by Mr. E. Smyth, Chairman; Mr. P. 
Hernon, Manager and Town Clerk; Coun- 
cillors White. Dixon, Delaney, Bentley, 
Kersley and Rollins. Mr, F. M. Webb, 
Borough Surveyor; Mr. H. E. Powell, 
Engineer, and Mr. M. Carroll, Borough 
Superintendent, were in attendance. 

Mr. Smyth, on behalf of the Coastal 
Borough and the tenants of the new houses, 
thanked Monsignor Walsh for blessing 101 
houses at Eden Villas and 16 to be named 
Dixon’s Villas. 


BOROUGH COUNCIL’S WORK. 


Monsignor Walsh said that it was an 
extremely pleasant duty to assist at the 
formal opening, in a religious sense, of these 
houses, and to call God’s blessing down upon 
the locality. They were all deeply grateful 
to the Borough Corporation. It was the first 
and most important borough in Ireland, and 
it was right that it should set a headline in 
the matter of pure and efficient local 
administration. 

He noticed that the Minister for Local 
Government, though he had keenly criticised 
local administration, had pointedly congratu- 
lated the Coastal Borough on the efficiency, 
capacity and purity of its administration. He 
thanked the Minister for having said that, 
and wished to be associated fully with the 
Minister in congratulating their representa- 
tives on their integrity, honesty and fairness 
in dealing with the housing ae. It, was 
no work oí supererogation. It was ban 
work, because some of the houses in which 
the people lived were unfit for human habita- 
tion. That fact did not take away from their 
gratitude to the Borough Council for the 
strides they had made in redressing this 
grievance. It provided a guarantee that 
they intended to enable every family in the 
borough to live under agreeable conditions. 
There had been a good deal of talk recently 
in Episcopal Pastorals about Socialism and 
Communism. This was intended to have a 
sinister meaning. By that he meant that 
they were supposed to be bad in themselves. 
There was no smoke without fire. Wherever 
Socialism, in the injurious sense, or Com- 
munism, in the offensive sense, were rampant, 
it had almost always sprung from the fact 
that there were grievances to be remedied, 
and the Dun Laoghaire Borough Council had 
taken the most effective means of counter- 
acting any objectionable movement in that 
way by providing some of their people with 
comfortable dwellings.
